PREDICTS ACTION 
He predicted that provincial 
health authorities will meet 
towards the end of this month 
to discuss the poetibility of 
offering polio booster shots to 
those who have already been 
gi ve n the three-lnJectlon tan- 
mu nlxation treatment. 

He added that Dr. Jonas 
Salk, who developed the vac¬ 
cine. believes such booster 
shots unnecessary, but said 
they have been administered 
In some parts of the U.S. and 
are now being offered in 
Saakatchewan. 

NOT SHAKEN 
The department of health’s 
confidence in the vaccine has 
not been shaken by the sise 
of the province's 1990 polio 
outbreak, he said.

*,by tSf department of munldpalitres 
. the unfortunate cdunrll may find tt- 
self toruM into an impossible situa¬ 
tion l^alfcr. 

• The Iwlef but chequered history 
ot this scheme is one of increasing 
^confusion. When Mr. Sndth, invoking 
•his right as a citizen, halted action 
*on the bylaw pissed by the ratepay- 
*erf last December by bringing suit 
'against the city the council’s inten- 
Ition was to contest It In rourt. As the 
;pfoccsses of law piled delay on de- 
•lay. so that all hope of proceeding 
•with the work this year had to be 
"ahaitdoned even in the event of the 
JCItv winning, the council decided 
fcthat it might be leas d?ostly to the 
^taxpayers to abandon the defence 
eand instead to resubmit the bylaw 
fto a vote next December. 

J This seemed the simplest and 
•least costly route out of the impasse. 
. until the government made the situa¬ 
tion more complicated than ever by 
•nlWng that the bylaw could not be 
* repealed without the assent of the 


ratepayers. If that assent were given 
the way would seem clear for the 
City to start all over again. But 
what’s going to happen if the rate¬ 
payers say “no” to repeal? A nega¬ 
tive vote—which In the state of con- 
fasion that has been engendered 
might easily result—would appear 
revalidate the bylaw as submitted 
last year and to constitute an In¬ 
struction to the council to proceed. 

The bylaw, however, limited the 
council’s borrowing power to $1,000,- 
000. a sum deem^ at that time to 
be sufficient for ail purposes. Since 
then interest rates have skyrocketed 
and other factors have arisen which 
may heavily increase the total cost. 
The upshot of all this could be a 
ratepayers’ instruction to the City to 
carry out work at a coet considerably 
in excess of estimates based on con¬ 
ditions prevailing in the first in¬ 
stance. There is no piWision for a 
contretemps of that sort In the 
course of action required by the de¬ 
partment. 

This is the peculiarly awkward 
position Into which circumstances 
not of their making have nrecini- 
tated the mayor and aldermen 
since the vote tn 1958, and the 
ablest legal advice may be needed to 
extricate^ them — and the taxpayers 
—from It. 
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Standing by Contract 


F inance minister Fleming s 

reply to the Provinces it the 
4 treasurers' meeting In Ottawa yester- 
’day perhaps was to have been ex- 
' peeled. Mr. Fleming made it clear 
fthat the Dominion could not at 
ipresent alter the general basis of the 
fsettlement made with the Provincea 
• two and a half years ago on a con- 
•^trset that will run until March 31, 
• 1962. He said that the Provinces 
T would be called Into consultation 
<next year to prepare the ground for 
•any compact which would replace the 
ipreaent one at Its expiry. To requests 
jrom several of the Provinces for 
• larger grants now, the minister of 
flmnce repKed that the Domlnkm 
could not see Its ^ay to Increase 
them under existing circumstances. 

What may have resulted from the 
current meeting Is a better under¬ 
standing on^^he part of the Provinces 
of the Donuhion's obNgadons in a 
difficult period, and a reciprocal 
degree of interest by the federal ad¬ 
ministration in the several and sep¬ 
arate problems confronting the 
Provinces. 


Provincial disappointment that 
there will be no substantial change 
in the federal - provincial compact 
for the second half of the existing 
contract may follow, but it Is diffi¬ 
cult to see what other course Mr 
Fleming could have taken In the 
light of all the circumstances. His 
dedston had been indicated at least 
at the suspended July meeting, 
when the Dominion took the sarfie 
stand. 

Al Mr. Flc»mlnf may have re¬ 
garded it. neither Canada’s world 
commitments nor domestic obliga¬ 
tions have altered much in the in¬ 
tervening months. Business recovery 
has quickened, but there has been 
little time fet that to show as cash 
In the hands of the federal treasurv^ 
The government’s reply to the re¬ 
quest for higher civil service 
salaries and its concern over winter 
work projecti have been indications 
of the trend. However, the Provinces 
now have a decisive answer from 
Ottawa on the lasue of federal-pro¬ 
vincial grants, coupled with the 
pledge that adequate review will take 
place before a new contract is signed 


No Need for Fears 


S OMEONE 1b always crying havoc 
and perhapa this Is not without 
value. Criticism Is a spur and If 
there were no one to say nay com- 
plaoency might prevail. It Is a 
thought worth remembering how¬ 
ever that the human race manages 
to cope with the changes that suc¬ 
ceeding generations bring. Somehow 
or Other it fits its environment and, 
In spite of the alarmists, does not 
slip hack. 

An American educationist said 
in Edmonton this week, for Instance, 
that if present trends continue North 
America will become a race of illiter- 
atea. This, because the bookshelf 
allegedly is being replaced toi the 
home by recreation rooms, tha Juke¬ 
box and bars. One doubts such a 
doleful prophecy. 

In spite of television and the rest 
one surgiects that people read much 
as they always have done. Certainly 
they would not become bookmen 
merely by the absence of TV or juke¬ 
boxes. It could be argued In. fact 
that TVt or even the Jukebox on oc¬ 


casion, sends listeners to the news* 
paper, which plays as important a 
part in general education as ever It 
did. Nor can the neglect of books 
prevent a degree of knowledge which 
is Inescapable in this age of rapid 
and widespread communication. 

In any event the scholastic 
achievements of students seem to 
deny any backward intellectual trend 
Schml pupils of all kinds seem as 
eager in their ^studies as their 
fathers were. If a race of Illiterates 
were In prospect, indeed, some blame 
would have to placed on the educa¬ 
tionist’s own (kxirstep. for It Is at 
school that the seeds of learning are 
planted and the growth of literacy 
induced 

If hlstor>' shows anything it is 
that the cry of havoc is usually un¬ 
founded in relation to human pro¬ 
gress. The facilities for education 
have never been better, nor made 
available to more students. High In¬ 
tellectual attainment may not be 
generaL-it never has been—but the 
average of the present day warrants 
no fears for the future.

The Alanbrooke ego, It seems to 
yours truly, does not suffer from 
modesty.

Read¬ 
ing it In fact one wonders If the C-in-C 
and the other corps commander 
were simply having a cup Of ted to¬ 
gether.

MacNaughton had no reason to 
love Alanbrooke. of courae. In thli 
second volume Alanbrooke tells how 
he "got rid of McNaughton and then 
writes; *T only hope he may be aMe to 
rise high enough for me not to Ipee 
his friendahip.’* Rather a patronizing 
note surely. 

He has a few bouquets to bestow, 
however. Truman la praised as quick 
on the uptake and an honest man. 
Alexander was always charming and 
unlike Montgomery ready to do whdt 
was asked of him.

What Alternative in 1964? 



P ROBABLY the moat significant 
outcome of tSe British general 
election la that, politically, Britain is 
already thinking In 
terms of five years 
hence. What will 
happen In 1M4? 

The Conser\'a fives 
have already 
achieved what was 
fonsldared by 
many people to be 
an impossibility — 
a third consecutive 
full term of office by one party. Until 
the retults of Oct. 9 that had never 
before been achieved. The probabil¬ 
ity of a fourth term of office seems 
too remote to be saiiously considered, 
even allowing fpr Canadian exper¬ 
ience. 

What then la the alternative? 

★ ♦ a 

The sodallstJ have come out of 
this election largely discredited. Al¬ 
lowing for the maximum amount of 
rethinking policy within their own 
ranks. It seems unlikely that they 
will br ablt to ovtreome the humilia¬ 
tion of thrta iucceaalve defeats and 
tho fact that only once in more than 
half a century have the socialists been 
abk tb muster a working majority 
in Westminster. There la an almost 
irresistible Inference that a social¬ 
ist decline akin to the Liberal de¬ 
cline of 40 years ago has set in. There 
may be an eccaalonsl rally, but not 
enough to return them to office. 

The Liberals had just such a rally 
at this election- but it did nothing 
effective for theijg except possibly to 
bolster up shattered prestige. They 
may talk with some justice about an 
electoral system which denuinds 
300.000 votes to elect a Liberal mem 
ber of Pht-llament again.st an average 
of 40,000 for the other parties, but 
they may be sure the other parties 
will not help them to alter it. 

It la difficult tn foresee a situation 
in which either Liberals or Labor will 
be In a pnaltion to fight an election 
successfully in 1904. It Is equally dif¬ 
ficult to envisage thf British elortor

The engaging possibility of the 
next few months Is the emergence of 
aonf\e new political force in Britain 
which will be able to build up enough 
strength in the next four to five years 
to challenge the newly-elected gov¬ 
ernment when its term of office ex¬ 
pires. Tke basis for any such party 
would be o^ course the present Lib¬ 
eral party, the right wing of the 
Labor party and some of the left wing 
of the Conservative party, plus a con¬ 
siderable number of independents 
seeking an outlet for their ideaj and 
taJehta. The main problem li the 
Initial leadership and organlzatloif. 

It also seems likely that there will 
be a sharp cleavage within the Labor 
party — the extreme element, the 
traditionalists who still believe In 
nationalisation and controls, and the 
more modem elements favoring a 
wider line ef <letnaiTatk>n between the 
trades union and parliamentary 
groups. For strictly electoral pur¬ 
poses these two groups were held to- 
‘gether by a diplomattc adhesive ap¬ 
plied by Mr. GalUkeU whicfi is un¬ 
likely to be strong enough to weather 
the storms of poat-eloetion inquests, 
e e ♦ 

One thing is certain. The Conserv¬ 
atives will have It their own way for 
a year or two. A divided and dis¬ 
tracted Labor party is unlikely to too 
an effective opposition even though 
they have not been smashed at the 
polls and can claim In figures two- 
fifths of the strength of the House ef 
Commons. Numbers are knporlant 
and in manpower the Labor party la 
theoretically still strong. The real 
trouble is that it is divided, that it is 
humiliated by three successive defeats 
— each time with the loss of more 
than a score of seats -and by ths fact 
that Its only policy has boon thrios in¬ 
jected by the electors. 

On ths other hand H li unlikely 
that the Conservativea will be arro¬ 
gant or reactionary.

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Ottawa Rejects 

Provincial Bid 
For More Money 

OTTAWA (CP) — Finance Minister Fleming, 
stating that the federal treasury couldn’t stand the 
strain, Thursday rejected demands of the provinces 
for an immediate increase from Ottawa in tax-share 
payments. 


Tht dadskm brought pained 
rsactlont from some provincial 
tpokeamen. though there were 
locations It wasn't unex¬ 
pected. 

''We are ettsappointed.** said 
Ontario's treasurer James N. 
Allan. 

British Columbia’s Premier 
Bennett said, "It's Just what 
we expected.** but he crid- 
cteed “inane policies" of the 
federal government which 


had produced a big deflciC—a 
forecast $393.000000 this fiscal 
year. 

Mr. Flemiiif, apeaklng to re¬ 
porters after the opening 
session of a two-day confer¬ 
ence with provincial treas¬ 
urers. said he had told them 
the federal government “la not 
in a position to maka any 
material Inerease in the scale 
of payments under existing 
agreements.** 


^Nothing to Be Gained* 


Thus, he ssid. “there is noth¬ 
ing to be gained” in calling an 
early top-level negotiating con¬ 
ference of provincial premiers 
and Prime Minister Diefen- 
haker to revise the present tax- 
sharing arrangeroants. These 
continue uotU Bfarch 31. 1963. 

However, he did announce 
plans for a heads-of-govenv 
ment meetinc In mkl-19<N) to 
Start negotiating new tax ar¬ 
rangements to taka effect in 
1962. 

Mr. Fleming had an6ther 
consolation for the provinces. 
They can count on having an 
existing improvement In tax- 
share provi^ns continued for 


the lift of the present agree¬ 
ments until 1963.

share, make up the so-called 
13-9-50 formula. 


Just Not Possible 


Mr. Fleming toM ^reporters | 
he made clear to the ’provinces ’ 
that it ia Just not po^ble for | 
the fedci^ government to i 
undertake any draatlc revision [ 
Of the agreements now. 

This federal stand provided { 
an early answer to the main 
point of provincial concern at I 
this conference. The meeting, 
behind closed doors, then 
went on to other metiers of i 
Joint interest, including shared ^ 
programs such as hospital in- j 
«aursnee and the problema of 
provincial and municipal bond 
MTowing.

The Genuine Article 


It was characteristic of de Benneyvilie Bell that he told 
that story on himself, with laughter raucous in his lipsaur 
voloe. A man of buoyant Joviality, he had a rough and ready 
wit whoae target was almost always himself. At the weekly 
football hinchetms df the Maxwell Qub In Philadelphia, which 
Bert served for many years as chairman and toastmaster, it 
was sally, parry, thrust, and riposte all through the meetings, 
with the toastmaster making himself the butt of every Joke. 

That is why, now that he is dead, the tales that come 
most readily to mind are yams of the same sort, the ones he 
enjoyed with special relish because they made him the patsy, 
'this was neither affectation nor dlsguiae. It was a real and 
endearing quality in a warm, eruikuiring man, a man of 
laughter and genuine humility and an honesty clearly Inno¬ 
cent of pretense or pretention. 

As he had been for 24 hours a day over 13 years, Bert was 
on the Job as Coimnissiorwr of the National Football League 
When he col la pe e d at Sunday’s game between the Eagles and 
Pittsburgh Steelers in Philadelphia. "A great teas,” 
coaches and clubowners throughout the league and they 
meant It, for every one of them knows It was Bert's tireleas 
leadership which won for professional football the prestige 
01 x 1 fucceas it now en^iys. 

They meant what they said and some meant much more 
than th^ could say. for some hsd kixiwn Bert in his roister¬ 
ing youth as a player at Penn, as a coach at Penn and Temple, 
as owner, president,^coach, press agent, ticket-seller, gateman 
and Janitor with the starving Eagles before snd during the 
Second World War when he even solicited sdvertising for the 
program, scouted, recruited, signed and traded the players, 
all in exchange for abuse and financial loss. 

Eloquence in Brooklyn 

There nuist be alumni of those old Eagles who wanted to 
ary when they hterd the news, yet found themfelves chuckl¬ 
ing fondly as they recalled tales of the sort Bert enjoyed so 
much. like the one about Jils heart-rending eloquence in 
Brooklyn ... 

^ In those days, Brooklyn may have been the only town 
Jhere It was possible to find a pro team as bad as the Eagles, 
preadful as he knew his team to be, Bert was confident of 
qlctqry In Ebbets Field, and desperate when the first half 
gnded with the Eagles trailing. 

Addressing the player^ in the locker room, he strove for 
■weetly reasonable restraint They aU knew, he said, how 
much this game meant to him. and he had no doubt it was 
•quaUy important to them, for this was their livelihood and 
•wy were honest men of honest pride. Many of them had 
Wives and children dependent on them. 

*T Just want you men to ask yourselves how you would 
Iwl” he said, and now the husky organ tones were swelling, 
•how you would feel tonight if you went home and leaned 
^r the crib, and that little fella lying there looked Up and 
M ‘Daddy, did you lay down in Brooklyn?’ ” 

The Time and Place 

The Eagles were Mg, rirong men, but they collapsed.

*’It’8 too late for anybody to 
make me over into a profea 
aional clown and as a circus 
I believe the NHL*could be 
come a second-rate akieahow 
in place of what is still a bril¬ 
liant national sport.” Storey 


concedes that this la strong 
language “and I wouldn’t use 
it if I weren't sure the drift to 
burlesque is a serious threat to 
big league hockey.” 

“Somewhere along the line 
the men in charge of the NHL 
—the governors and their 4op 
executive, president Campbell 
—have forgotten where to peg 
the dividing line between laat 
and rugged hockey and a free- 
for-all. 

“In hockey a certain amount 
of stretch in the rules la good 
for the game. On an average 
night in the NHL the referees 
see about a hundred violations 
of the rules He rar^ Mwa 
the whistle on more than 20 
of them. By overlooking In¬ 
fractions that harm nobody in 
a dull game, he can often step 
up the pace. In a wild game,

> by bearing down on a few of: 
the violations he'd normally, 
, ignore he can sometimes cool 
out the hotheads and avoid a 
donnybrook. In either case he 
has orders to keep the third 
period moving as fast as pos-, 
sible. The owners want the 
fans to leave the rink with a 
charge of excitement that will 
bring them back for the next 
game. 

“The- NHL governors know , 
all this as well aa 1 do. They 
also know that this much 
flexibility in the rules makes 
the referee a wide-open target 
for distrust and criticism.! 
When he can penali7.e a player 
fcA- fouling one minute and' 
look |he other way when the 
same thing happens later, he 
needs unarguable authority! 
and the respect of the players, 
the coaches and the fans to 
make his decisions stick. When ' 
the NHL rakes him over the 
coals for calling too many 
penalties one night r- as the 
league often doea--and thertl 
I rakes him bade over in the op- ^ 
poslte direction the next night i 
, for not calling enough—as the 


league did to me last April — 
the referee loses everybody’s 
respect including his own. 

“The result is lawless 
hockey, and I’m convinced law¬ 
less hockey is bad sport and 
bad business. The players don’t 
know from one game to the 
next what they can get away 
with; naturally they try to get 
away with anything. 

“There are no box-scores on 
injuries, but I’ve been on top 
of the play in the NHL for 
nine years and if there wasn’t 
half as much blood again shed 
by high sticks in NHL rinks 
in 1959 as there was in 1950 I 
will eat my detachable bow tie. 
This kind of lawlessness has 
been tolerated to encourage 
fast crowd-pleasing hockey, 
but there comes a point when 
hockey doesn’t get any faster.

This >*ear five weeks went 
by before the league registered 
its first gain overwthe corre¬ 
sponding Saturday of 1968. an 
inflniterimal for 46 

games. The loss in gate re¬ 
ceipts. a minimum of two 
shillings s totalled more 
than £28.000. 

The weather wasn’t entirely 
blame. The opening games 
coincided with the finish of 
one of the most exciting county 
cricket seasons in years and 
some of the missing customers 
undoubtedly were watching 
the four counties fighting for 
the championship right down 
to the wire.

The program was announced' 
by the National Academy of 
Sciences in a report on the 
U.S. program for “Interna¬ 
tional Geophysical Coopera¬ 
tionknown aa IGC M. 

The week's launchings, the 
academy said. **shouM produce 
valuable data on the world's 
upper atmosphere during a 
given time period." 

The tentative schedule of 
Ui5. rocket launchings: 

The National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration 
tNASA) wiU fire two at itf 
Wallops Island, Vt.. test sta¬ 
tion. A Nike-Asp will measure 
atmospheric winds up to ISO 
miles. Another will iovestigate 
X-ray and ultra-violet light 
radiations from the sun. | 

The army ballistic research! 
laboratories will send up two 
NikeCajun rockets from Fort 
Churchill, Man.. .• in co-opera¬ 
tion with the Canadians, and 
two five-stage rockets from 
Wallops Island. The Canadian 
shots will measure water 
vapor at altitudes of 18 to 60 
miles. 

Tite Wallops Island Tlve- 
BUgers will measure tkr 
amount of charged particles at 
altitudes ranging from SO to 
1.000 miles.

There ha* been cnnaiderable pub¬ 
licity lately lor the “Ribbon of Gold” 
project organized by the Canadian 
Girl Guides’ Association. In thia, the 
Guides are plahting vast quantities of 
yellow tulips In strategic spots clean 
across the whole breadth of Canada 
to mark the golden anniversary of the 
Guide movement in thia country. 

This brings to mind a similar 
project in England last year when a 
mile-long ribbon of yellow roses was 
planted at Chartwell to celebrate Sir 
Winston and Lady Churchill's golden 
wedding anniversary. Some 29 differ¬ 
ent varieties in varying shades of 
yellow and gold were used in the an¬ 
niversary rose bed. 

An Interesting sidelight to the 
English project was a competition 
organized by the London Dally Mail, 
»In which readers were asked to sug¬ 
gest a name for an Imaginary golden- 
colored rose suitable for the Church¬ 
ill plantation. The prize was a col¬ 
lection of rose bushes which included 
all 29 varieties planted at Chartwell. 
The winning name was Autumn 
Triumph, submitted by Mrs. Rose 
Heenan of Cottingham. East York¬ 
shire. More than 11,000 names were 
submitted. / 


There seems to be a habit among 
gardeners to leave the pruning of 
fruit trees an unpleasant Job at best 
^ until really harsh and wintry 
weather has arrived, and the chore 
has become known as “winter” prun¬ 
ing. associated with muddy hoots, 
frozen fingers, and a bad cold in the 
head. 

Pruning can he atarted Just as 
soon as the leaves have fallen, and 
for my money. It makes a lot more 
sense to get the Job dorte and out of 
the way while the weather is still 
reasonably fair. With thisL in mind, 
the pruning equipment and tools 
should be overhauled and made ready 
as soon as possible. 

I think It pays to splurge a hit 
when you buy secateura. purchasing 
the best on the market, for untold 
damage is done to trees every year 
by squashing the tissues with im¬ 
plements which are not much better 
than glorified pliers. A good test, 
when you are selecting a pair of seca¬ 
teurs. is to try them on a piece of 
wet paper.

DON MILLS. Ont. —Rum 
blings of discontent are spread¬ 
ing through Canada's poshest 
metropolitan auburb. 

The flve-year-old community 
on the northern fringe of To¬ 
ronto is a completely planned 
housing and commercial de¬ 
velopment urith a current 
population of about 30.000. 
New housing subdivisions now 
being opened and a planned 
“apartment city”, within the 
community will double the 
population by the time Don 
Mills is completely developed 
in the next two years. ^ 

But blasts against the “dull¬ 
ness and conformity” of sub¬ 


urban life, doubled and tripled 
assessments facing home¬ 
owners and inadequate trans¬ 
portation have jarred Don 
Mills' tranquil self - content¬ 
ment. 

The neatly-planned, carefully 
organized community reacted 
sharply to criticism aired at 
a nursery school debate when 
a few residents claimed thq 
“sameness” of everything In 
Don Mills was bad for their 
children. 

One resident suggested that 
If Don Mills was not a good 
place to raise children, “some 
I of us had obviously been 
: hooked.” Another said there 
was too much conforml^ and 


said Don Mills needed some 
“odd InUIs to lessen the 
monotony of living here.” 
Children were not being ex¬ 
posed to a sufficient variety 
of life, another said, urging 
a “muck hole” in the im¬ 
munity shopping centre so*lhat 
kids Could “get dirty ” 

Transportation is another 
sore point. The Toronto Tran¬ 
sit Commission’s refusal to im¬ 
prove bus service led to a 
short-lived atfeom^ to create a 
Don Mills bus company to 
carry commuters into the dty. 

Don Mills Is a “rich” com¬ 
munity and average income 
ifhns 50 per cent higher than 
other Toronto suburbs. It is 


also a *young” community of 
couples in their 20s and 30s, 
with more pre-teen children { 
than typical Canadian commu-! 
nlties. With Income and age 
levels so similar. Don Mills 
familk^ are much alike. Child¬ 
ren are thus not exposed to 
typical Canadian life and have 
no idea of life outside the Don 
' Mills “cocoon.” 

Don Mills is highly organ¬ 
ized, with clubs of all descrip¬ 
tions. But because the com¬ 
munity was so carefully plan¬ 
ned. there is little room lor 
spontaneous civic projects. 
Service clubs In the commu¬ 
nity have difficulty finding 
projects and in some cases 


havo focussed their ta dott s t a 
outside Don Mills. 

But the average Don Millar 
is proud of his suburban show¬ 
case and considers hte self- 
contained community an ideal 
place to live despite xriUcisina.

The new equipment includes 
a kiln which holds about 400 
bushels. Temperatures are 
raised to between 100 and 115 
degree# and the heat causes 
about IJOO gallons of water 
to evaporate from each 400 
bushels of cones. 

The drying process opens 
the cones so that the seeds 
fall readily from them when 
they are tumbled in a 13-foot 
kmg cylindrical shaker. 

Forest officials expect about 
3.600 pounds of seeds to come 
trom the cones. They will he 
used to grow trees that will 
be part of more than half 
Ike reforestation plana in the 
province. ,

Dr. G. R. F. Elliot, assisUnt 
provincial health officer, said 
yesterday. 

BOOSTES8 LIKELY 
As a result. Dr. Elliot stated. 

British Columbians may be 
offered booster shots of tha 
Salk vaccine. 

He said that about 25 per 
cent of B.C.’s 50 polio victims 
this year have received Salk 
shots. 

VACCINE NOT CAUSE 
But he added that the vac¬ 
cine could not be causing the 
disease among these patients 
<as one batch is said to have 
done in the U.S. during tha 
early stages of its develop¬ 
ment), because the immunis¬ 
ation of some of them dates 
back two to three years. 

But he said a weak strain of 
Salk vaccine could live on in 
the producing laboratories for 
that long. 

PBEDICTB ACTION 

He predicted that provincial 
health authorttieB will meet 
toward! the end of this month 
to discuss the possibility of 
offering polio booster shou to 
those who have already been 
given the thrse-lnjectlon im¬ 
munisation treatment 
He added tha. Dr. Jonas 
Salk, who developed the vac¬ 
cine, believes such booster 
shots unnecessary, but said 
they have been a^inistered 
in sonte parts of the VS. and 
are now being offered in 
Saskatchewan. 

NOT SHAKEN 
The department of health's 
confidence in the vaccine has 
not been shaken by the size 
of the province’s 19M polio 
outbreak, he said.
